Finding  new  uses  and  looks  for 
existing  places  is  part  of  building  the 
future.  Last  year  the  college  moved  its 
administrative  offices  from  Townsend 
Hall  into  Lawrence  Hall  in  the  spring. 
Over  the  summer,  Townsend  was  reno- 
vated thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  &
